* Schoo! Board members have little or no impact upon 
what is actually done or not done with respect to the conduct 
of our schools. This isn't to say that members of the school 
board aren't dedicated persons. iney are. But the fact 
remains that they are parttime workers whose major interests 
are in job areas other than those pertaining to schoo! mat- 
ters. 

In addition to the parttime bit; schoo! board members are 
not compensated for the few hours in the week they are able 
to devote to a most important community activity, the training 
and direction of the country’s future leaders, Such a situaticn 
should not be permitted to obtain. 

It ls obvious that the school system is not guided by the 
elected members of the Columbus Board of Education. The 
system is conducted by a tight coterie of school ad- 
ministrators-who are responsible only to the members of a 
board that can’t, in any manner, understand or evaluate what 
is happening in our schools by devoting about two hours per 
week to what should be a fulltime, well paid job. 

The conductor of NEWS DESK is of the firm opinion that 
a school board member should be paid not less than $25,000 
per year and that all of his or her- working hours should be 
devoted to the problem of creating a greater and more eftec- 
tive school system. 

Under current circumstances school administrators are 
in the dangerous position of being able to run any kind of 
game on board members, teachers and children they see fit 
to p. "petrate. No wonder little or nothing positive is being 
done to correct the inequities of our racial segregated and 
discriminatory schoo! system. 

In fact, the school administration is expending 
thousands upon thousands of taxpayers’ dollars for legal 
fees in a calculated and clandestine effort to determine how 
little or how much must be done in order to successtully cir- 
cumvent federally mandated orders to desegregate all school 
systems in this country.

Rate Is Rising 


WASHINGTON — The. un- 
employment rates for both 
blacks (Negro and other 
races) and whites rose sub- 
stantially in the fourth quarter 
and weére well above their 
yearearlier levels, the US, 
Department of Labor's 
Bureau of Labor Statistics 
has reported 

From the fourth quarter of 
1973 to the fourth quarter of 
1974, the jobless rate for 
blacks rose from 6.6 to 11.8 
percent,while_ the increase 
for whites was from 4,2 to 5.9 
percent. As a consequence, 
the ratio of those two rates 
remained at its historic 2:1 
level; this differed from 
previous slowdowns in which 
there were temporary 
narrowings of the ratio 

This .2-to-1 relationship 
does not prevail for each of 
the major age-sex groups, 
however. While the ratio was 
2 to 1 among adult men, the 
unemployment rate for black 
teenagers in the fourth quar- 
ter (36.6 percent) was almost 
2-1/2 times the rate for white 
teenagers (15.2 percent), For 
women, on the other hand, 
the ratio was 1.8 to 1. There 
was also a disproportionate 
number of blacks in the dis- 
couraged worker total-over 
200,000 or about 25 percent 
(Blacks comprise 11 percent 
of the labor force.) 

The fourth quarter 1974 
report provides an analysis of 
overall trends in the Nation's 
labor force and includes data 
for some worker groups not 
published on a monthly basis, 
For the first’ time are

Foster Grandparents work 20 
hours a week, 2 hours per 
day with each of their two
